The NCS was established by Presidential directive in 
1963 to develop and maintain a survivable national communi- 
cations system to serve selected and essential needs of the 
U.S. Government. Certain CIA staff communications assets 
were included in the system, and a few CIA communications 
officers were considered necessary to represent CIA on the 
professional communications organization established by the 
NCS Executive Agent (Secretary of Defense) to execute the 
program. Initially, three CIA communications officers were 
assigned full time to the NCS, but since July 1973 there has 
been one full-time and one part-time officer assigned.
